SELECTED AS APEC STUDY CENTER 


WASHINGTON -- The George Washington University has 
announced that the Elliott School of International Affairs has 
been selected as the ninth Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation 
(APEC) Study Center in the United States. The United States 
Consortium of APEC Study Centers made the unanimous selection at 
a meeting in Washington in December. 

Dean Harry Harding and Associate Dean Michael Moore will 
direct the new APEC Study Center at the Elliott School. Over the 
next several months, the Center will develop policy-oriented 
projects and exchanges related to the Asia-Pacific region. The 
Center also will work to strengthen Internet ties with scholars 
and public policy researchers throughout the region. 

The APEC Study Center concept grew out of a 1993 Seattle 
Summit-initiative by President Clinton who expressed a desire to 
see educational institutions in the Asia-Pacific region to 
collaborate in policy related research and to participate in a 
freer exchange of ideas, technologies, students and faculty 
members. In response, APEC Study Centers have been established in 
each of the 18 Asia-Pacific member economies and cooperation 
among them is increasing rapidly. 

The consortium based its selection of GW on the Elliott 
School's exceptionally strong faculty in international trade and 
investment policy, political economy and international business. 
As the home of the Gaston Sigur Center for East Asian Studies, 
the University boasts six China specialists and several others 
who focus on Northeast and Southeast Asia. Additionally, GW 
supports three current projects within the Elliott School which 
are directly related to the APEC agenda: the Asia-Pacific Trade 
Policy Project, directed by former Director of the Trade Policy 
Research Centre in London Hugh Corbet; the United States-Japan 
Economic Agenda Project, directed by Professor Henry Nau; and a 
project on intellectual property rights in China sponsored by the 
GW Law School and directed by Professor Harold Wegner.

When her novel, "The Color Purple," was brought to the screen by Steven Spielberg, Alice Walker was 
not prepared for the extraordinary controversy the film would provoke. In her brilliant new memoir, "The Same 
River Twice," Walker writes frankly of her struggles with the African-American community’s negative reaction 
to the portrayal of black men in the movie. Also, she tells of her own serious illness, her mother’s failing health 
and the betrayal of a partner of 13 years, all of which profoundly challenged her both mentally and physically. 

Born in Eatonton, Georgia, Walker is a poet, essayist, short-story writer and novelist whose work has 
been published around the world to great acclaim. "The Color Purple," which was published in 1982, brought 
Walker into the spotlight. The novel was awarded the Pulitzer Prize and the American Book Award and has sold 
nearly 5 million copies in the United States alone. Since 1982, Walker has written two bestselling novels, "The 
Temple of My Familiar" and "Possessing the Secret of Joy." In addition, she has published two collections of 
essays, two collections of short stories and five volumes of poetry. 

Evelyn White is a nationally recognized lecturer on feminist issues. She is currently a Visiting Scholar 
at Mills College in Oakland, California, and the author of numerous articles and books on urban affairs and 
African American and women’s studies. She is co-author of "The African Americans."

In honor of the University’s founding, the 175th Anniversary Committee and The Columbian School 
of Arts and Sciences have commissioned a composition by GW music professor Robert Parris: 
"Parabolae Salomonis." Based on texts from the "Book of Proverbs," this piece will be performed by 
members of GW’s music faculty.

GW HISTORY PROFESSOR JAMES O. HORTON NAMED CHAIRMAN 
OF NATIONAL PARK SERVICE BOARD 


WASHINGTON— Dr. James O. Horton, professor of history and American Studies at The 
George Washington University and director of the Afro-American Communities Project of the National 
Museum of American History at the Smithsonian Institution, has been named chairman of the 
reestablished National Park System Advisory Board. 

National Park Service Director Roger Kennedy made the announcement on December 7 at the 
first meeting of the National Park System Advisory Board. "Dr. Horton will bring a wealth of 
knowledge and expertise to the Board as chairman," said Kennedy. "I am confident that his leadership 
abilities will keep the Board focused on the major issues facing the National Park Service as we 
approach the 21st century." 

Horton has served as historical advisor to several museums in the United States and abroad, 
including the National Civil Rights Museum in Memphis, Colonial Williamsburg, the Tenement House 
Museum in New York City and the National Underground Railroad Freedom Center in Cincinnati. 
From 1988-1989, Horton was a Fulbright Professor of American Studies at the University of Munich. 
In addition, he has received numerous awards including a scholarly studies grant by the Smithsonian 
Institution and the Oscar and Shoshana Trachtenberg Distinguished Teaching Award from GW. 

"It is a distinct honor to be elected chair of such a distinguished board of scientists, humanities 
scholars, committed public servants and forward-looking entrepreneurs," Horton said. "As an educator, 
I am acutely aware of the need to broaden the public’s awareness of natural science and American 
history and culture. The parks and historic sites of the National Park Service provide the nation with 
hundreds of classrooms to enhance our national educational system, offering hands-on learning 
opportunities to a widely diverse population of life-long learners." 

The purpose of the Advisory Board is to counsel the director of the National Park Service on 
matters relating to the National Park Service, the National Park System and programs administered by 
the NPS. The Board offers recommendations on the designation of national historic landmarks and 
national natural landmarks, as well as the national significance of proposed national historic trails. 
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Members of the Advisory Board serve for terms up to four years at the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

"The strength of our nation is linked to our ability to preserve our natural and cultural heritage," 
said Horton. "The National Park System Advisory Board plays a vital role in assisting the National Park 
Service in its stewardship of our national parks and historic sites, places that express and renew our 
national spirit and reaffirm our collective sense of humanity. I hope that the advisory board can 
contribute to the continued preservation of these places and affirm the public appreciation for their 
importance to our nation’s future." 

Horton is co-author of "Black Bostonians: Family Life and Community Struggle in the 
Antebellum North" and pilot series editor of "City of Magnificent Intentions, A History of the District 
of Columbia," which is now being used in the Washington, D.C., public schools. His most recent books 
are "Free People of Color: Inside the African American Community," published in 1993 by the 
Smithsonian Institution Press and "The History of the African American People," co-edited with Lois 
E. Horton and published by Smithmark Publishers in 1995. In addition to these works, Horton has 
published more than 50 articles and book chapters on various aspects of American social and political 
history and African American history. His next book, entitled "In Hope and Liberty: Free Black Culture 
and Community in the North, 1700-1865," co-authored with Lois E. Horton, is scheduled for 
publication by Oxford University Press in 1996. 

A native of Newark, New Jersey, Horton received his bachelor’s degree in history from SUNY 
Buffalo, his master’s degree in American Studies from the University of Hawaii and his Ph.D. in 
history from Brandeis University. Horton presently resides in Reston, Virginia. 
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
